CORRESPONDENCE. 


The English Stationery and Fancy Trades. 


LONDON, May 18, 1872.—The Paper-trade dur- 
ing the last month has exhibited more activity than 
is customary at this somewhat dull season. Such 
circumstance is in the main owing to the excellence 
of business generally, though it has been materially 
influenced by an influx of orders that had been 
withheld in the hope that old prices would again 
rule, and also by the partial settlement of the prin- 
ters’ strike. The transactions, however, have 
been carried out in the most jog-trot manner, noth- 
ing having occurred to cause the slightest sensa- 
tion. Manufacturers, warehousemen, retailers, and 
the public have equally accepted the advance as a 
reality, and the balance of fade, which in the early 
part of the year had been very unsettled, is almost 
recovered. It is now thoroughly understood that 
every description of articles connected with station- 
ery has advanced fully ten per cent. To the or- 
dinary goods of commerce this increase can be 
tasily apportioned, but there is a number of small 
products that have been customarily sold at a pen- 
ny, the loss upon which must fall wholly upon re- 
tailers. ‘This has given rise to a considerable 
amount of dissatisfaction, and in the items of senny 
inks and penny memorandums, many tradesmen de- 
cline to keep them in stock if their profits 
thereon are to be curtailed. Though grumbling has 
been excessive, there has been no combination 
among the dissentients, except in what is known 
_ the “number trade,” the members of which 
ae bodily protested against the publishers of cer- 
pa weekly penny serials for having discontinued 
‘0 sell thirteen copies as twelve. Meetings are be- 
‘ng organized, the avowed obj 


ject of the promoters 
ng to taboo from their shops all publications 
at are not sold to them at old rates. 


The printing-trade has settled down after its ex- 


citement, but numerous large firms having succeed- 
ed in engaging a sufficient number of “ rats,’’ defy 
the dictatorship of the London Society of Com- 
po who, in taking the part of its members, 
ave often imposed such unjust rules that the mas- 
ters rebel whenever opportunity occurs. Some 
time ago the society was all-powerful, and though 
it still has great power, its influence is on the wane. 
Their late movement for a reduction in the hours 
of labor has increased the cost of printing without 
giving the laborers any pecuniary benefit. Indeed 
it is very questionable if the men, having an extra 
six hours a week on their hands, are not worse off 
than heretofore, as to be able to enjoy such hours 
of idleness an additional six hours’ pay ought to be 
given or they will dip more deeply into their reg- 
ular wages: There are still a large number of 
compositors upon strike, and there is but little 
chance of work being found for all until autumn 
is well advanced, as many of the men were old em- 
ployees, who, having been‘retained after their prime 
ad passed, were really doing their employers a 
service in striking, while by reason of their age, in- 
firmities, or incapacity, they are unlikely to gain 
permanent “ sits’’ in other houses. We hear ra- 
mors that a movement is on foot for sending some of 
these unfortunates to the United States and Can- 
ada, as an idea exists among many individuals in 
this country that the Transatlantic printers are 
making a fine harvest. In connection with the 
printing trade, there has long been a custom here for 
the employees of printers to solicit the customers 
of their masters for subscriptions to enable them to 
enjoy a “ Bean Feast,” #. ¢., a day’s holiday at some 
suburban retreat. The custom is much disliked by 
those who are called upon to subscribe, and as 
considerable opposition is being given to it, the 
least cadging will most probably ina few years 
become obsolete. English type founders are in 
high glee at the prospect of the downfall of the

monopoly of the United States founders, and the 

robability of their products being admitted duty 
ee into the States. Should their hopes be re- 
alized they are prepared, we understand, to make 
very large shipments and to offer their founts and 
materials at very low rates. 

The fancy trade is always at this season of the 
year remarkably dull, and novelties are introduced 
sparsely and with diffidence. Warm weather 
seems to have an extraordinary enervating effect 
upon the sale of knick-nackery, and the very per- 
sons who would cheerfully invest money in the pur- 
chase of trifles during winter, consider it ridiculous 
to ever think of such articles when Sol is in the 
ascendant. Producers and warehousemen are there- 
fore at this season engaged, the former in making 
or trying to make novelties, and the latter in seek- 
ing for new goods with the view to supply the de- 
“mand that is certain to be made as soon as the 
chilly evenings cause promenades and lawn amuse- 
ments to be far from agreeable. The introductions 
of the past month have been singularly few in- 
deed ; there is_scarcely anything that is worthy of 
notice, and not a single article that is really new. 
Old designs have been slightly altered, and the 
products issued as new, a circumstance that has 
induced ridicule from those who understand the 
trade, and the only persons among whom such 
“ novelties ” have found favor are certain shipping 
houses who have cleared off small parcels at cheap 
rates with a view of consigning thém to some 
place, it may be hoped, where Londoners of recent 
years are not to befound. At the present time the 
search after novelties is the main occupation of the 
representatives of several large houses, and it the 
statements of these gentlemen are reliable the suc- 
cess they have recently met with has been most un- 
satisfactory. The fancy and toy trades since April 
may therefore be represented as almost a perfect 
blank, asthe only absolute novelties are: (i) a 
Biscuit Pincushion made in imitation of a biscuit 
and of a size adapted for the waistcoat pocket ; 
(ii) the Bubbles within Bubble Blower, a simple 
but scientific contrivance for enabling soap bubbles 
to be blown with numerious variations; (iii) a smaller 
edition of the Se/f-winding Prismatic Color Top, 
which makes 10,000 changes, and in alarger form had 
a few months ago anenormous sale. These articles 
areissued by Dean & Son of Ludgate Hill. The most 
strenuous endeavors have however failed to dis- 
cover any other novelty, though great attention has 
been given to a fan at once remarkable for economy 
and effectiveness. In shape it is that of the Marie 
Wilton of last season, but card board as a mate- 
rial takes the place of wood; it is of German man- 
ufacture, and retails at 6 1-2, the English agent be- 
ing Herr Dreydal of B.singhall street. 

The record of sucha dearth in an important trade 
is made with much regret, but it is well that for- 
eign ibuyers should know what are the probable 


prospects of an early supply of novelties. Either’ 


mew designs in English goods are being kept 
“dark’’ or for the next two or three months we 
must be-entirely dependent upon continental man- 
vufacturers. May our next report be more satisfac- 


itory. 
‘Fastoguaphy is in England associated with 
ithe fancy trade in so much as regards the 


sale of portraits of eminent persons. A 
‘reference therefore to a sensation recently 
caused here may not be misplaced. Mr. 
‘Hudson, a photographer of Camden Town, is 
producing what he terms spirit photographs, the 
peculiarity of which consists in the representation 
of a-spirit form appearing in front of the sitter and 
casting its shadow thereon. The spectre is re- 
presented to be a deceased friend of the person 
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sitting; but this su tion is not accepted : 
mon ons individusls. The Susamnontia co 
have essayed an attempt at imitation, but they =f 
hibit the shadow behind the portrait, and another 
experiment shows a “spirit” in front, but as this 
represents an object placed between the lens and 
the sitter with the knowledge of the latter, it j, 
evident the secret has not been discovered, as Mr 
Hudson produces similar results, and varies them 
ad libitum without the knowledge of the sitter 
The invention has given rise to much curiosity and 
speculation, and “ spirit-photographs” are in con. 
siderable demand. It is rumored here that the 
process is known in New York and Vienna, but if 
so it — that American photographers have 
not made so much stock of the system as has Mr, 
Hudson. 

Paper possessing valuable ant‘septic properties 
has lately been much used upon the Continent, and 
is about being tried here for the purpose of wrap- 
ping up articles which are subject to putrefaction, 
It is asserted that fish folded within it will kee 
perfectly fresh fora week. If this be so the value 
of “phenol”? for domestic and other purposes 
must be great. For the benefit of readers who 
may wish to experimentalize it may be well to state 
that the paper is simply saturated with melted 
stearic acid in which a small quantity of carbolic 
acid has been previous] sins 

The International Exhibition which opened on 
the rst inst. is, in so much as refers tothe stationery 
trade, a glorious failure. It is neither National nor 
International, though the general public who pass 
through the rooms will find a ped display ; but 
a large portion of the exhidits are shown by retail 
houses. The manufacturing and wholesale trades 
are very inadequately represented, and most ot 
the eminent firms are conspicious by their absence. 
However, what there is to be seen is good, though 
the major portion of the manufactured exhibits 
consists of articles specially prepared for exhili- 
tion, and are therefore without the pale of com- 
mercial criticism. In the way of novelty there is 
but little to notice. The idea of producing new 
goods does not seem to have been entertained, and 
though the exhibits are, for the most part, super- 
latively excellent, their display is not likely to 
give in any way an impetus to trade. In these 
utilitarian days, when cheapness is a specialty in 
hourly demand, it seems singular that the com- 
mittee rejected goods for which economy of cost 
was the only merit claimed. If any buyer from 
the States proposes to visit the exhibition with the 
idea that he may gleafi a few business wrinkles let 
him be prepared for disappointment. He would 
learn more by glancing at the ordinary shop-wir- 
dows, as therein may be seen the articles of every: 
day consumption offered at reasonable prices. The 
show, however, is to the uninitiated very interest: 
ing, and no person of observation can pass through 
the stationery department and observe the ma- 
chinery in connection therewith without possessing 
a very fair outline knowledge of the process by 
which all kinds of stationery and kindred articles 
are produced. There are several curiosities to at- 
tract attention : notably a collection of Japanes¢ 

apers from the South Kensington Museum which 
illustrates the many and varied uses to whi 
paper is applied in Japan; a case of obsolete 
foreign bank-notes exhibited by Mr. Evans, of 
Nash Mills, Hemel Hempstead; two cases of 
water-marked paper for Bank of England notes, 
made between 1725 and 1825 by Messrs. P 
Laverstoke Mills; and the governors 
Bank of England supply a specimen copy of every 
note issued by their predecessors since 169 
Messrs. John Dickenson & Sons, of the Old Bailey, 
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f. C., the extensive envelope makers, display the 
yarious descriptions of rags used in the manu- 
facture of paper and the gradations from such ma- 
terial as paper, cards, and printed books. A 
similar exhibition is made by the executors of the 
late Mr. T. H. Saunders, E. C., of Upper Thames 
street, with the addition of a collection of paper- 
makers’ chemicals and minerals, and also a reel of 
paper 2 3-4 miles in length, and a sheet of parch- 
ment paper which sustains the weight of 5 cwt., 
and is stated to be capable of bearing nearly 
double that strain. For some purposes such extra- 
ordinary tenacity will be appreciated, and asa 
simple exhibit it attracts great attention consider- 
ing the prosaic character of the article. One of 
the few novelties is Irish Linen oe made 
specially for Messrs. Marcus Ward & Co., of 
Chandos street, W. C., from the cuttings made in 
Irish linen factories. The paper itself is excellent, 
and is made attractive for sale by being packed in 
ornamented boxes and banded therein with labels 
to imitate the manner in which rolls of Irish linen 
are prepared for sale. Among the well-to-do 
classes this paper will be appreciated. The gem 
of Class XII., is, however, in respect to novelty 
and utility, the Paper Curtains manufactured and 
exhibited by Messrs. Pavy, Pretts & Co. of Chil- 
ham, Surrey. If prejudice is not too rampant, 
these curtains will in certain classes event- 


ually cause as great a revolution as did 
paperhangings in the decoration of walls. 
The material is very cheap, cannot easily 
be torn, is slightly elastic, and resists the 


action of heat and a considerable amount of damp- 
ness. It is made of a strange mixture, including 
buffalo skins, the intestines of animals, and 
the fibres of various nettles, grasses, bark, 
hemp, flax and cotton, the whole being disinte- 
grated, purified, bleached, rolled, pressed and 
finally printed with patterns in imitation of bro- 
caded silk, chintzes and cretonnes. Within the 
limits of a single paper it is impossible to do justice 
to this section of the Exhibition, or even to the 
machinery or processes in connection therewith. 
Further remarks are therefore reserved for a future 
number, though it may be well to mention that the 
machinery is of a very superior character through- 
out, and as a National display the English may be 
proud of it, but taken in an International view it is 
a mistake. The wonderful Walter printing ma- 
chine is here and attracts considerable attention, as 
also Kerslerbein’s patent composing and distribut- 
ing machines, some of which are used in the London 
Times office. There does not, however, appear to 
be any striking novelty in respect. to the two last- 
named exhibits, which for speed are infinitely in- 
ferior to Mackie’s machines, which were exhibited 
last year. 

Of trade catalogues there have been none issued 
during the last few weeks, but Messrs. Alfred

eo street, E. C., have prepared for the wholesale 
trade a new priced specimen book of enamelled 
wrappers for note paper packets. 


Regarding Books and Publishers.

Dear Sir: I have about made up my mind to 
try a year’s edition of the LirTzRARY BULLETIN, if

owed, and what kind of matter is usually inserted 
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withimprint. With regard tothe Educational No. 
I could not use it here to any great advantage, but 
might be tempted to have anedition of about 200 
or so if I —_ our Canadian authorized pub- 
lications inserted also, Will you please, if not too 
much trouble, write me, giving any information 
which would be of use in considering this question. 
If I dotry it, and find it to “‘ pay,” of course I 
shall continue it. 

Whilst writing you, I desire to express my re- 
gret that your publication of an annual catalogue 
should have been so unsuccessful as to necessitate 
its discontinuance; such publications are invalu- 
able to the trade, and no bookseller can successfully 
prosecute his business without the constant aid of 
such things. A trade library of catalogues, etc., of 
sucha nature as the one in question, is, in my 
opinion, indispensable to any one who has constant 
enquiries to answer about books, and for my part, I 
would gladly give twice the sum for a condensed or 
concentrated classified list, to be issued, say quar- 
terly, than to have all the separate catalogues of 
the publishers, as it is sometimes very difficult to 
find who publishes so and so, and to whose cata- 
logue to refer for any particular class of books. 
Your’ WEEKLY TRADE C1iRcULAR I regard as in- 
valuable to the trade, and by me its weekly visit is 
highly appreciated, and I rarely get a number with- 
out at once sending an order to my Toronto agents, 
if not direct to the publishers, for something an- 
nounced therein, and generally have my orders in 
ahead of the receipt of the goods by them, and 
sometimes simultaneously with their own first in- 
formation concerning the publication of the par- 
ticular book. If publishers could be assured of 
such being the case pretty generally among your 
subscribers, perhaps more of them might be in- 
duced to advertise and push their business through 
its pages. I was much disappointed recently re- 
specting Butler’s “Land of the Veda,” * pub- 
lished Carlton & Lanahan. A_ customer 
had been enquiring for it, and I was still informing 
him that though I had heard of its being in press, 
it was not yet announced either as such or when it 
would be—I, depending for my information upon 
your Circular—when, lo and behold! a notice ap- 
peared in the Christian Guardian of Toronto, that 
the Wesleyan Book Room had received its first 
supply of the book, but that such was the demand 
for it that they had at once sold out, and would 
not be in a position to supply further orders until 
another edition was ready. ell, what is the nat- 
ural inference drawn by my customers? Why that 
he, an outsider, knows just as much about these 
things as a member of the trade, and that if he 
wants a book in future, if it is not on the shelves at 
the time, he must send away from home for it or 
the edition will be exhausted before he will know 
of its being out at all. Such things ought not to 
occur. The publisher ought more generally to 
‘make your Circular the medium of communication 
with the trade, and then we might have something 
upon which we could depend. We ought to be 
kept well posted in what has been, is being, and is 
to be published, and unless publishers do unite 
upon one medium it is next to impossible that they 
can all reach, or any of them reach, every member 
of the trade, and that we can be properly jnformed 
of these matters. I should be glad if by ary 
means a pressure could be brought to bear 
upon them which would induce them more gener- 
ally to comply.

The Playing Card Monopoly: 


NEw YORK, JUNE 3, 1872. 
Editor Weekly Trade Circular: 

Sir: As one of the numerous readers of the 
TRADE CIRCULAR, I take the liberty to address. you, 
trusting that you will find the complaint I have to 
make of sufficient importance to merit your consider- 
ation. I would call your attention to the monop- 
oly enjoyed at present by the manufacturers of 
playing-cards, There were formerly in this count 
four card manufacturers, and under a moderately hig 
tariff, they were all able to do a moderately good 
business, and have proper returns upon the capital 
they invested. They were not satisfied, however, 
for the tariff was not so high but that foreign goods 
could be brought in and “rob them of a portion of 
their profits.” Three of these firms, Samuel Hart, 
Philadelphia, Lawrence Cohen & Co., and John J. 
Levy & Co., of this city, therefore combined to- 
gether and formed what is now known as the “ New 
York Consolidated Card Company.” This com- 
bination virtually controls the market, and A. 
Dougherty of this city is the only competition they 
have to contend against. Through the influence 
of these manufacturers there has been enacteda 
tariff, which amounts simply to prohibition. For- 
merly there existed a sliding scale, by which the 
duties were levied in proportion to the price of the 
article ; but all this has been changed, and nowa 
specific duty of twenty-five cents, gold, per pack- 
age, or $36, gold, per gross, is levied upon all cards 
of foreign manufacture, irrespective of what their 
values may be. Consequently cards which may be 
bought in any European market for five or six dol- 
lars per gross, cannot be sold here at all ; but the 
are really much better than the commonest Ameri- 
can cards which formerly sold at $18 per gross, 
and which now sell at $22 per gross. 

If the American manufacturers who enjoy such 
a high rate of protection would give the public a 
good cheap card in return for the favors they re- 
ceive, the objections to the present monopoly 
might be less. But they take all and give the pub- 
lic nothing, for instead of lowering their prices 
when foreign competition was shut out, they in- 
creased them directly about twenty-five per cent. 
and have lowered their rate of discount to the trade 
from thirty-three per cent. to twenty per cent. 
The consequence of this is that cards which could 
once be bought for $25 dollars per gross, cannot 
be had now for less than from $44 to $49 per gross, 
certainly an exorbitant price, for they could be 
manufactured at a much lower price. Now that 
«Congress is remodelling the tariff, it would be no 
more than fair that the duty on cards should be 
reduced to that charged on other paper goods. 
This would doubtless be satisfactory to all inter- 
ests, and though the manufacturers would complain, 
the duties so established would leave them a suffi- 
cient margin for alegal profit. These manufacturers 
turn out annually about 50,000 gross,upon which the 
Government levies an internal revenue duty of five 
cents per pack, The profit of the Government 
from this branch of business is only about $360,000 
which is not paid at all by the manufacturers but 


by the public who are the consumers, Ifthe tariff 
were reduced to a more equitable rate, the price of 
the domestic cards would undoubtedly have to 
fall in proportion, and though this would admit 
foreign competition upon the lower grades, the 
American manufacturers could still command the 
market for the higher grades of cards upon which 
the principal profit is made, This general reduc. 
tion in price would certainly stimulate consump. 
tion; more cards would be manufactured, the 
internal revenue receipts would be increased, addi. 
tional cards would be imported under the reduced 
tariff, and altogether the receipts of the Govern. 
ment would be more than doubled, and the public 
could purchase their cards at a greatly reduced 
figure. As the matter stands at present, the pro- 
hibition tariff benefits nobody but the manufactur- 
er, whereas it greatly injures the importer and 
becomes a severe tax upon the consumer. It js 
certainly a great injustice that four persons cannot 
sit down toa game of whist without being taxed 
to support a monopoly. 

I trust I have not encroached too much upon 
your space, but this is a thatter that needs discus. 
sion, for it is really too bad that the entire Ameri- 
can public should be taxed for the benefit of two 
manufacturing firms. Fair Pay.

PHOTO-RELIEF. 


WE present in this issue a specimen of the im- 
proved Woodbury process of relief printing, pro- 
duced by the Photo-Relief Printing Co., Philadel- 
phia. As mostof our readers unquestionably are 
much interested in this subject, we reprint from the 
Philadelphia Lngairer the following account of 
printing from Woodbury type, which gives quite a 
clear idea of the operation. 

Pursuant te an invitation issued by the Ameri- 
can Photo-Relief Printing Company, a large com- 
pany of gentlemen, consisting of editors, publish- 
ers, artists, and men of science, availed themselves 
of the opportunity to visit the company’s works, 
situated at No. 1002 Arch street, to hear described 
and witness the operation of photo-relief printing, 
more commonly known as Woodbury type. Wal- 
ter B. Woodbury, Esq., of London, the inventor, 
who is on a short visit to this country, was pre- 
sented to the — by Edward L. Wilson, 
Esq., editor of the Philadelphia Potographer. 
After examining a fine collection of prints and 
works illustrated by this process of reproducing en- 
gravings, paintings, and other works of art, the 
company were entertained by Mr, Woodbury with 
a lucid description of the operation required to pro- 
duce the fine results there exhibited, while Mr. 
John Carbutt, the superintefident, with his assist- 
ants, illustrated the making of the printing matrix 
or mould, as it is termed, and the printing from 
the same on paper and glass. The process,as we 
heard it described, is as follows : 

A thin sheet of gelatine, containing bichromate 
of potash, is placed under a photograph negative, 
and exposed to solar light, the effect upon 
the gelatine being to render it insoluble to 
the depth to which the light has _ been 
allowed to penetrate by the varying opacity present- 
ed by the negative. The impressed film is then 
placed in warm water, and the parts upon which 
the light has not acted, soon dissolve away, 
leaving a picture in which the shadows form the 
relief and the lights or half tones the depressions. 
This relief, as it is now called, when dry, is placed 
upon a true-surfaced steel plate, and a piece of met- 
al of about a quarter inch in thickness, composed 
of lead and antimony, is placed over it, and the 
whole placed in the hydraulic press and subjected 
to a pressure of three to five tonsto the square 
inch, which causes the gelatine relief to impress all 
its detail into the metal plate, forming the type or 
mould, from which prints are produced purely me- 
chanically. 

The printing is quite a novelty, differing entirely 
from every other form of printing with which we 
areacquainted. One printer works six presses placed 
over circular and rotating tables. He takes a bottle 
of fluid gelatine mixed with coloring matter, India 
ink mostly forming the color, and pours on the face 
of the mould in a small pool, places over it a piece 
of fine, smooth paper, closesdown the top of the 
press, and so goes on till the six presses are filled. 
By this time the ink has set in the first one filled, 
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taking hold of one corner, the pee —— with it 
the gelatine ink, having all the detail light ang 
shade contained in the original negative. The

Paine’s Physiology of the Soul (:).—The energies 
of a long and mie life have been devoted by the eminent 
author of this volume to the support of the current doctrines 
of natural theology in connection with the of the 
physical sciences. In opposition to Professor Huxley and the 
naturalists of the modern school, whose views are described in 
another paragraph, Dr. Paine contends for the existence of a 
specific spiritual princi le in the nature of man, and for the 
literal interpretation of the account of the creation of the 
world in the Book of Genesis. The present volume, which is 
an entargement of a previous work of the author’s on the same 
subject published more than twenty years ago, not only am- 
lifies the facts and illustrations already presented, but engages 
in a fresh examination of several topics relating to the question 
of the soul, as distinguished from materialism. ‘The recent 
theories of the ‘* Correlation of Forces,” and the “‘ Genesis pf 
Species by Natural Selection,” find in Dr. Paine an eatnest and 
vigorous opponent. His first point is toestablish the inde- 
pendent existence of the soul, for which he presents an elabo- 
rate and ingenious chain of reasoning, supported by the 
operation of the passions and the will, and the influence of the 
cerebral and nervous system. His argument is founded not 
on metaphysical abstractions, but on physiological research, 
He maintains that if the movements which are excited by the 
action of physical causes on the brain are not due to any mole- 
cular changes in that organ, it follows that the effects of the 
will in developing veneany motion, and of the ions in 
modifying the action of the heart and blood-v can not 
be traced to any original primary molecular changes in the 
brain, as supposed by materialism, but must be referred by 
necessity to some cause distinct from that organ. As against 
Mr. Darwin, and other advocates of the scheme of evolution, 
Dr. Paine undertakes to show that the whole animal kingdom, 
man of course included, was created in a state of maturity. 
One grand unity of design pervades organic nature from the 
microscopic plant to the human being. The variety in the 
details of organization does not affect the unity of the grand 
principle. A single pervading —< is found throughout all 
individuals that compose the world of life, from the lowest 
vegetable organism up to the most complicated human struc- 
tures. This universal plan, argues Dr. Paine, must have 
always been precisely the same throughout every link of the 
vast chain, and this presupposes an identity in the physical 
relations of life. The recent speculatiuns of Darwin, Spencer, 
Huxley, and other projectors of novel theories, in the opinion 
of Dr. Paine, betray a want of recognition of this unitary plan, 
and hence of the essential principles of a scientific physiology. 
Not less decided is the author of this work in hie defence of 
= ae be amen of ao osaic narratives * the oe 
and the as opposed to the pretensions of modern geology. 
He regards them as the fanmodiate revelations of the Deny, 
and intended to be received in their obvious sense. In this 
respect, indeed, the learned physician takes stronger ground 
than many orthodox theologians. He is intolerant with the 
attempt to do away with the literal force of the inspired lan- 
guage, by embroidering it with any artificial and fanciful con- 
structions of a figurative character. Perhaps there is no work 
of the erudition and ability of this volume, outside the pale of 
the Catholic a which clings with such tenacious grasp 
to the plain sense of the Bible, with no endeavor to resolve its 
transparent teachings into the mistic flights of imagination 
and poetry. Certainly there is no one of high scientific cha- 
racter who so resolutely disclaims thé pretensions of modern 
speculation, or deals so potent a blow at the theories which 
profess to leave the opinions of ages beyond the domain 
of science, It is this feature which will ‘probably give the 
widest interest to the labors of Dr. Paine in this ustive 
volume.—N. Y. Tribune.

u + ger Sony ‘** Temptation without and corruption Sithin.” 
We cannot see that the book deserves the sharp criticism that 
has been hurled at it. The donning of the cloth does not 
presu the affectation of gloom, funereal sombreness, or 
stupidity. No vocation can rightfully divorce a man from his 
individuality. The simple possession of a gift carries along 
with it the prophecy for its use. To try to be somebody else, 
is to make a travesty of two individuals. We therefore put 
ina ial plea in Mr. Talmage’s behalf, that he shall be per- 
mi to tell things in his own way, with none to molest or 
make him afraid, if such a thing were possible.— Overland 
Monthly, Fune.

Erckmann-Chatrian, ‘* The Plebis- 
cite ; by one of the 7,500,000 who voted ‘ Yes,’”’ transferring 
that original name to a sub-title, because of the need of giving 
the public ‘‘ plain and easy reading ” in title, and not Fight 
ening them off by a big word. It is impossible to say that any 
one of these novels is best—they are all of such perfect art ; 
but this is certainly equal to any, and is likely to prove the 
most important of all, as dealing with the events of our own 
time. An old miller of an Alsatian village, Mayor of the 
place, tells with that simple, perfect realism of which these 
two writers are masters, just what he saw and suffered, felt and 
heard of the late war between Germany and France, from the 
plebiscite vote to the cession of Alsace and Lorraine. The 
thorough rottenness of the French people is terrifically ex- 
posed, and the book is a most effective sermon against the Na- 

mic idea and against war, neither the French nor German 
eaders being spared the most earnest denunciation. The 
complete hoodwinking of the rural ulation by the minions 
of the Emperor, their sudden awakening from the dream that 
the Empire was peace, the revulsion of feeling and the throng 
of conflicting emotions following the declaration of war, the 
miseries of the individual villager crushed beneath the iron 
heels of two equally relentless powers, the frightful details of 
the bombardment and the battle—all are painted with superia- 
tive skill. The characterization, suggested by the merest 
touches, is wonderful ; in short, every detail shows the hand 
of the a — thorough master. That this wonderful power 
is swayed so wholly for good is reason to be greatly thankful. 
In the schooling of such masters is to be seen the regeneration 
of France.—NV. YF. Evening Mail.
